Woman's Plight Sets 


Up New County Job 


An elderly Novato woman, 
who has $2,800 in the bank 
but insists she is penniless and 
w on’t buy food nor pay her 
rent, caused creation of a new 
county office today. 
The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors, by 4-to-0 vote with 
William D. Fusselman absent, 
passed an ordinance establish­ 
ing a public guardian who can 
act in the interest of a county 
resident in such a situation. 
Under the new' law', which 
becomes effective in 30 days, 
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the 
board 
will 
appoint 
the 
guardian, probably the public 
defender, at pay of $600 per 
year for his services. 
County Counsel Leland H. 
Jordan, in presenting the ordi­ 
nance, said fees from service 
should pay the $600 and the of­ 
fice could be conducted with­ 
out cost to taxpayers. 
Under 
“appropriate 
condi­ 
tions” the public guardian can 
be appointed to act for the per­ 
son or estate of any welfare 
recipient, any resident of the 
county hospital and farm or 
any mentally ill person com­ 
mitted for treatm ent in a m en­ 
tal institution, Jordan said.

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Hilo s Count Of Dead Reaches 33 


HONOLULU ,^-Tlie people 
of Hilo, second largest city in 
the Hawaiian Islands, were dig­ 
ging out dead and injured to­ 
day after pounding tidal waves 
wreaked its worst disaster since 
1946. 


There were 33 known dead, 
23 missing and 53 injured with 
more casualties expected as the 
rubble is cleared. 


Damage has been estimated 
Unofficially at up to 50 million 
dollars. 


PANIC SPREADS 


The tidal waves, generated 
by Chile’s devastating earth­ 
quakes 6.800 miles away, tore 
through the heart of Hilo’s 
trading district. Tons of debris 
—remnants of buildings and 
vehicles—were strewn over a 
mile-long area in the city of 
about 26,000 population. 


* It took less than an hour for 
the boiling sea to reduce the 
thriving sugar-exporting port 
to shambles. Between 12:25 
a m. and 1:25 p.m. yesterday, 


four huge waves ripped across 
the Pacific. The walls of water 
left a residue of death and dev­ 
astation. 
The giant waves—one as high 
as 12 feet—spilled over other 
islands, including Oahu, Maui 
and Kauai, but there was little 
damage compared to the chaos 
in Hilo, wher£ a state of emer­ 
gency was declared. 
Gov. William F. Quinn flew' 
to Hilo from Honolulu. 
“ We can t even take time to 
express our grief. The problem 


of organization is critical.“ he 
said. 
Police were evacuating some 
districts and restricting travel 
in others. There were reports 
of looting of wrecked stores and 
homes. 
The Red Cross, civil defense 
leaders 
and 
municipal 
and 
county officials worked to get 
the stricken city back into 
operation. 
Medical teams sent for spray 
supplies to prevent an out­ 
break of disease. 


Horrified rescue teams were 
digging for bodies, hoping to 
find life beneath the rubble. 
Many Hilo residents wander­ 
ed about in a daze, still too 
shocked to help. 
None of the known dead 
were from the mainland. Al­ 
though casualty figures did not 
exceed those of the tidal wave 
that struck Hilo in 1946, dam­ 
age has soared above the 25 
million dollars of that disaster. 
The 1946 tidal wave took 159 
lives and injured 163.

SANTIAGO, Chile—The toll 
of dead, injured and missing 
continued to mount today as 
rescue workers probed shat­ 
tered coastal cities in the wake 
of a three-dav nightmare of 
earthquakes and tidal waves. 
By last night 400 persons 
were reported dead, 800 miss­ 
ing and about 1,600 injured. 
Shortages of food and water 
and the threat of large-scale 
looting spread panic in south­ 
ern Chile, where 1.500,000 peo­ 
ple felt the fury of the nation's 
worst disaster. 


A state of e m e r g e n c y 
mounting to virtual martial 
law was proclaimed in Valdi­ 
via province, about 470 miles 
south of here, to protect resi­ 
dents against hands of crim­ 
inals released 
or escaped 
from jails in the area. 


Authorities in devastated 
Conception and half a dozen 
other towns and villages ap­ 
pealed for reinforcements of 
police and troops to meet the 
threat of roving convict bands. 
In the town of Lota, a Con­ 
cepcion suburb, a mob that 
tried to break into homes and 
shops last night was put to 
flight by police. 
The U.S. Caribbean Com­ 
mand a w a i t e d instructions 
from the Defense Department 
to speed medicines, food, blan­ 
kets and tents to the stricken 
areas of the narrow South 
American country. Units sta­ 
tioned in Panama and other 
South American countries were 
alerted to fly in supplies by 
huge cargo planes. 


An exact count of the cas­ 
ualties still was not available 
because of shattered com­ 
munications systems in the 
hard-hit areas. The damage 
in wrecked buildings, twist­ 
ed roads and other losses 
throughout nine central and 


southern provinces ran into 
millions of dollars. 


Tidal waves which battered 
the Chilean coast, sweeping 130 
persons out to sea and wreck­ 
ing 
seaside 
villages, 
raced 
across the Pacific to hit the 
shore of such faraway spots as 
Japan, Hawaii, the Philippines 
and New Zealand. Fresh con­ 
vulsions of the earth took place 
again in southern Chile. 
Adding to the havoc in Chile 
was an avalanche off the side 
of the Osorno volcano, 600 
miles south of Santiago. Tons 
of rock crashed into the valley 
below, killing nine persons. 


A new tremor shook the 
city of Concepcion, where 12 
more dead were found in the 
ruins of a collapsed hospital. 
The air force said the small 
port of Saavedra in southern 
Chile was completely inun­ 
dated. 


The Santiago newspaper El 
Mercurio said tidal waves as 
high as 25 feet washed over 
devastated towns in southern 
Chile, knocking down buildings 
and washing away scores of 
homes.

WASHINGTON W—The sum- 
mit conference debacle flared 
up today as a top issue likely 
to be kept boiling during the 
presidential campaign. 
Although both sides disclaim­ 
ed any political motives, a Sen­ 
ate explosion yesterday over 
the term “ appeaser” apparently 
set off a Democratic-Republi­ 
can battle over foreign policy 
that might last till November. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright (D- 
Ark.) expressed 
surprise 
at 
what he called a “ violent par­ 
tisan attack” in the Senate on 
Sen. John F. Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
and Adlai E. Stevenson. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee headed by Fulbright 
was to decide today whether to 
conduct closed-door hearings 
on the events leading up to 
collapse of the scheduled Big 
Four summit meeting in Paris 
last week. 


Subject to expected commit­ 
tee approval, Fulbright invited 
Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter and Allen W. Dulles, 
head of the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency to appear later 
in the week. He wants them to 
explain, among other matters, 
why an American spy plane 
was sent over the Soviet Union 
shortly before the scheduled 
opening of the Paris meeting.

Beach Harbor was reopened to 
shipping today, 24 hours after 
the first tidal waves from the 
Chilean earthquakes struck. 
The Coast Guard said the 
harbor still was littered with 
considerable floating debris hut 
this was no longer a navigation­ 
al hazard. 
Patrol boats, operating like 
sea-going cowboys, rounded up 
several hundred small craft 
that broke loose from their 
moorings yesterday. 
The job was finished early 
today. 
The tides, accompanied by 
extremely fast currents, ripped 
loose numerous docks and fin­ 
ger piers and set them adrift 
along with small boats. Dam­ 
age. estimated in the millions, 
ranged from San Diego near 
the Mexican border to Crescent 
City, 28 miles from the Oregon 
line.

A wave 12 V2 feet high rolled 
in at Crescent City at 12:07 
a.m. today, smashing two fish­ 
ing boats against the dock and 
flooding the dockside area with 
debris. Two other fishing boats 
were capsized. There were no 
injuries. 
Los Angeles Harbor was the 
hardest hit. 
A dozen or $0 
cargo ships were at anchor out­ 
side the breakwater last night, 
awaiting reopening of the har­ 
bor this morning. 
Savage currents, rising and 
ebbing several times an hour, 
ripped docks, sunk at least 30 
small boats and damaged 400 
more. 
In San Diego Bay, the tide 
smashed away 100 feet of dock 
at a yacht club. Ferry service 
was stopped.

Venus had rock houses with 
steel-like interiors, said Nel­ 
son. 
“The ruler at one stop was 
painting and wore overalls,” 
said Nelson. But the overalls 
“didn’t have all the buckles 
and hooks w'hich ours do and 
they were made of a different 
material.” 
He saw cars on Venus and 
they looked a good bit like our 
new ones but had no wheels ot 
fenders, skimming along three 
to five feet off the ground.

Death In Chess Tilt 


HOUSTON, Tex. (3 —A man 
sentenced to die in the Ala­ 
bama electric chair is playing 
a game of chess with a Houston 
geologist that he may never 
finish. 


Cecil Lewis Tiner, 28, was 
sentenced to death for the Aug. 
5. 1957, fatal shooting of J. 
Cuthbert Woodham, an Ala­ 
bama sheriff. 


His opponent, who opened 
the game of postal chess in 
April 
by 
moving 
his white 
king's pawn, is Milton Blumen- 
thal, 38, president of the Hous­ 
ton Chess Club. 
Tiner, a native of Dallas, 
Tex., was convicted Nov. 7, 
1957, and sentenced the next 
day. He appealed for a new 
trial more than a year ago but 
no ruling has been made. No 
date has been set as yet for his 
execution. 
Tiner wrote Rhodes Cook, 
Houston Club secretary, from 
his cell at Kilby Prison Farm 
in Montgomery, Ala. He said 
he could play chess, but was 
just a beginner. He asked for 
an opponent and some maga­ 
zines on chess. 


Cook turned the letter over 
to Blumenthal, who sent the 
magazines and s t a r t e d the 
game. The men hive complet­ 
ed six moves each. 


Blumenthal mailed a card 
stating his seventh move about 
a week ago. He expects an an­ 
swer this week before he flies 
to Canada on a business trip. 


He said the average postal 
game lakes about 30 moves and 
each move takes about one 
week. 


Blumenthal said he has com­ 
pleted 68 postal games since 
1955 with a record of 48 wins, 
nine losses and 11 ties. 
He currently is playing 16 
postal games, one with Art 
MacGilvary, serving a life sen­ 
tence in Walpole, Mass.

College President Urges Crash 


Programs To Fill Education Gaps 


PHILADELPHIA UP — It ir 
high time we stopped talkin 
about the good old days tha 
never were and take a realisti 
view of education in this rapid 
lv changing world, a colleg 
president said today. 


Dr. H arry D. Gideonse of 
Brooklyn College told the Na­ 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers. “Our national weak­ 
nesses today are real and terr - 


'ving. but they can be reme- 
licd in short order by crash 
irograms if the will and the 
ourpose can be found.” 
But, he said, “We are not 
dealing with the past that nev- 
ar was. We are dealing with a 
present, even if some people 
are trying very hard not to 
see it.” 
For instance, he said, it is 
naive indeed to assume that 


education is only that which 
goes on in 'th e school. 


“Much 
more 
than

past.” he added, “education is 
what goes on in the American 
culture is a whole.” He cited

into several stumbling blocks.”

As to revising the constitu­ 
tion, McCarthy said he felt mil­ 
lions of dollars could be saved 
by amending out “dead sec­ 
tions” of the state constitution, 
rather than calling a constitu­ 
tional convention. 
McCarthy, speaking on reap­ 
portionment of the seats in the 
in the State Senate, said, “I 
urge every person both north 
and south in California to vote 
against it, and I think it will 
receive an overwhelming de­ 
fe a t” 
Geller agreed that the pro­ 
posed reapportionment is not 
democratic, not representative 
and does not contain the neces­ 
sary checks and balances. 
Of the candidates for Assem­ 
bly, Everett A. Matzen (D-Pet- 
aluma) said he thought some 
bargaining should be done re­ 
garding the water measure. 
“If we give them (Southern 
California) the water and the 
votes, we won't have much to 
say about it,” he said, declar­ 
ing the danger lies in how the 
water is going to be divided. 
Mrs. Helen Putnam (D-Pet- 
aluma), said she supported 
the water proposal in gener­ 
al, but it is not the perfect 
answer. She said, “I feel the 


proposal will protect our fu­ 
ture interests in the north. I 
don’t like to think that this 
potentially divides our state.” 
She said it is regrettable that 
the Senate reapportionment 
is tied to the water bill and 
that the reapportionment is­ 
sue should be debated on its 
own lack of merit. 
Joseph G. Wilson (D-San Ra­ 
fael) said he favored the wa­ 
ter bond issue as it is on the 
ballot. “I like the idea of it 
being on the ballot and giving 
the people the chance to recog­ 
nize that it is a statewide prob­ 
lem,” he said. He believes also 
the 
reapportionment 
i s s u e 
should be kept separate from 
the water issue. 
He expressed fear reappor­ 
tionment will pass and “we 
will face a water program writ­ 
ten by a legislature that is dom­ 
inated from the south.” 
William T. Bagley (R-San Ra­ 
fael), favored the water prop­ 
osition but said that one gap 
in the prog.rm is that no one 
knows the cost to the people. 
“The primary issue before 
us is expense and taxation,” 
he said. “I think it is necessary 
to preserve the economic in­ 
tegrity and the credit position 
of the state.” Bagley made no 
mention of reapportionment.

Code Madera 
Sewer Bonds 
Labeled 'Must 


Corte Madera taxpayers— the 
30 or so of them who showed 
up— were told last night that 
passage of a $900.000 sewer 
bond issue on June 7 is a 
“ must” if the growing district's 
sewage disposal problems are 
to be solved. 
Speaking at a public meet­ 
ing at the Corte Madera Rec­ 
reation Center were sanitary 
hoard district directors Harry 
W. Black and E. T. Mock. 
The bond issue would finance! 
enlargement of the Ross Val­ 
ley Sanitary District disposal 
facilities, which process Corte 
Madera sewage. Two previous 
bond issues in 1958 and 1959. 
both calling for construction of 
a separate facility in Corte Ma­ 
dera, were defeated by the vot­ 
ers. 
TO ENLARGE PLANT 
The present bond issue pro­ 
posal results from an agree­ 
ment between the Corte Ma­ 
dera and Ross Valley district 
boards. Black told the audi­ 
ence. The money would enlarge 
the Ross Valley disposal plant 
as well as increase the pumping 
capacity of Corte Madera lines, 
many of which were installed 
as far back as 1912, he said. 
T h e 
increased 
facilities, 
Black indicated, would remedy 
such problems as raw sewage 
now being dumped into the 
Corte Madera Creek by the 
Ross Valley district because of 
inability to handle the excess 
now' being generated in the 
Corte Madera district. 
“ The district would be truly 
impoverished.” Mock told the 
gathering, “ if we were forced 
to pay the straight rates for 
the amount of sewage we are 
sending the Ross Valley plant 
over and above what our pres­ 
ent agreement calls for ” 
AMOUNT EXCEED ED 
The present contract allows 
for 175,000 gallons of Corte 
Madera sewage daily to the 
Greenbrae plant. The amount 
is being exceeded by about 
three times, he said. 
Offering assistance toward 
passage of the bonds and call­ 
ing for volunteers to “ ring 
doorbells and pass out bro­ 
chures” was Charles A. Miller, 
newly elected chairman of the 
Corte Madera Taxpayers Com­ 
mittee. The committee opposed 
and helped defeat the last two 
bond issues. The committee has 
stated it is in agreement with 
the proposal of enlarging the 
Greenbrae plant. 
According to Philip Assaf. at­ 
torney for the Corte Madera 
district, the new' tax rate caus­ 
ed by passage of the bonds 
would amount to approximately 
$1.26 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. The present rate is 71 
cents per $100, of which 60 
cents is for maintenance and 
11 cents is for redemption of 
$147,000 in bonds passed in 
1949. 
N EW TAX RATE 
The new tax rate would allo­ 
cate 60 cents for maintenance 
and 66 cents for redemption 
of both the old and new bonds. 
Assaf said. 
In the event of failure of the 
issue, the only alternative for 
solving the 
sewage problem 
would be through short-term 
revenue bonds or a special as­ 
sessment district, he said. Both 
procedures would be more cost­ 
ly than the long-term bond 
issue. 
The enlarged facilities, which 
would guarantee disposal of 1.- 
175.000 gallons of sewage daily, 
would be sufficient to take care 
of district needs for at least 10 
years, Black said.
